To Attend WNEC 


“This is excellent use of De¬ 
partment of Public Works 
funds,” the Wegtfield legislator 
said. “State and city officials 
have been attempting for several 
years to have this inadequate 
bridge replaced.” 

Senator Hammond said he 
has been informed by Francis J. 
Hoey, district engineer at North¬ 
ampton for the Department of 
Public Works, that the design 
of the new bridge by a special 
consultant retained for the pur¬ 
pose is just about complete. 
“The bridge could be advertised 
by bids during the next few 
weeks, but this will certainly 
happen prior to the end of the 
year,” Senator Hammond said. 

Although in the same basic lo¬ 
cation, the new West Spring- 
lield-Ag'awam bridge will be 
somewhat wider than .the present 
span, and will be somewhat high¬ 
er to meet existing grades and to 
provide added height against 
possible future flood waters in 
the river. 

Senator Hammond quoted Mr. 
Hoey as saying that construction 
of the bridge will require what¬ 
ever construction time may be 
'available this year following the 
award of bids, and all of 1970’a 
construction season. 

It is very likely that it will be 
necessary to detour traffic 
while the bridge is being built, 
Mr. Hoey told Senator Ham¬ 
mond. 


WESTFIELD — State Sena¬ 
tor George D. Hammond an¬ 
nounced today that bids will be 
sought before the end of the 
year for a new West Springfield- 
Agawam bridge across the West- 
field River immediately adjacent 
to the Strathmore Paper Com¬ 
pany. • 

The bridge, which connects 
Front Street in West Spring- 
field and Bridge Street in Aga¬ 
wam, will be constructed at a 
cost of approximately $900,000, 
'Senator Hammond said. While 
the two communities will con¬ 
tribute toward its construction, 
the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works will carry most 
of the cost under the terms of 
the Legislature’s substandard 
bridge program, Senator Ham¬ 
mond said.

Now We Understand Round The Town 


We. of the Board of Selec t -1 
men, had the distinct pleasure of I 
being invited to participate in 
the recent softball game between 
the Police and Fire Depart-! 
anents. The contest was played ; 
under lights at the well groomed j 
diamond at Sacred Heart Field, j 
The inimitable Father Shea j 
served as host. 

It is of little concern who ac- , 
tually scored the most runs or 
won the game. The real winners j 
were those youngsters who will j 
foe .aided by the charitable col- j 
lection so graciously given. 

It was a grand gesture on the 
part of so many to spend an 
evening at play yet provide a' 
benefit for charity. So many of 
ns are fortunate to foe in good 
hearth and to use whatever abil¬ 
ities we have to aid those less 
fortunate. When two of our serv¬ 
ice departments will work and 
play together in harmony, it is 
surely an indication that your 
Town is being served well. 

Just a few lines again about 
the use of our disposal area. The 
Board and the Jobar people have 
asked that our residents obtain 
“Disposal Permit” cards at the 
Town’s D.P.W. office. These 
cards are used for admittance 
to both the Agawam and Bondi 
Island areas. Some have rebelled 
against the necessity of these 
permits but if each is careful in 
(his thinking, he will see just 
cause. Certainly Springfield su¬ 
pervisors would not be expected 
to identify Agawam residents on 
the one hand and our own local 
supervisors are constantly con¬ 
fronted with outsiders taking ad¬ 
vantage of easy access to the 
Agawam area. It seems arduous 
enough to perform the practical 
side of land fill dumping without 
(being forced to do police work 
at the same time. I am sure that 
bur taxpayers do not intend o 
supply free service to “boot¬ 
leggers.” 

We are involved with three 
large capital outlays expendi¬ 
tures where in county, state, and 
federal assistance should be 
forthcoming. I would like to 
alert you briefly on some of the 
ramifications. We should give 
first priority in our analysis to 
!the fact that between the time a 
project is proposed and the con¬ 
tracts are awarded, the costs as 
estimated and the actual bid 
price are often far apart. This 
has happened on previous occa¬ 
sions and we have been forced 
to call special Town meetings to 
make new provisions. 

We seem to again be faced 
with more of the same on the 
widening of iSuffield Street, the 
Mitteneague Bridge and the 
South Main Sewer Project. 

The Mitteneague Bridge proj¬ 
ect is ready to go to bid on Sept. 
9, 1970. It cannot, however, un¬ 
less we can guaranty some $43,- 
000 as our share. We did appro¬ 
priate money under Chapter 90 
road construction many years 
ago to service North St., North 
Westfield St., Suffield St., and 
(the Bridge. We have continued 
these past years to add to these

appropriations but never equal 
to the rise in prices. 

To assure the necessary funds 
to meet the added cost of Suffield 
St., was have projvosed the trans¬ 
fer of all funds in Chapter 90 to 
Suffield iSt. This now means that 
we are “short” the $43,000 need¬ 
ed for the Bridge. 

We expect, therefore, to meet 
with the State D.P.W., at once 
to get final assurance of their 
intent to proceed. If both the 
Suffield St., and Bridge projects 
are to “go” in Sept. 1970, it will 
foe necessary to ask for a special 
Town meeting to transfer neces¬ 
sary funds from the “Overlay 
Reserve” account to “Capital 
Outlay” so that we will not lose 
the State aid alloted to us. 

Another reason for a special 
Town meeting is to reword the 
article on the South Main St. 
Sewer tosatisfy “Board Counsel” 
due to the fact that we received 
Federal aid from HUD after the 
article was passed at the annual 
Town meeting. 

Somtimes I wonder afoout the 
discouragement that all of us 
could have in somewhat trying 
situations but who can foe blamed 
for prices changing- so rapidly 
that legislation finds it difficult 
to keep astride?

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Pitfolls of Direct Election 

As proposals for change in the method of electing a man to fill 
the highest office in the land come under closer scrutiny, the faults 
of the Electoral College diminish by comparison. For example, upon 
investigation, the merits of direct election of a President as provided 
in the Bayh amendment now before Congress prove highly specious 
as numerous students of government and the law point out. 

For one thing, direct election of a President could lead to num¬ 
erous splinter parties and the weakening of the two-party system 
which has given stability to our Republic and its constitutional gov¬ 
ernment ever since its founding. In addition to weakening the two- 
party system, direct election of a President could create massive 
problems of recounting close elections—problems that might prove 
disastrous to the elective process. 

In contrast to the Electoral College system, under which vote 
counting disputes are limited to individual states, direct national 
election of a President would open a Pandora’s box of probable 
abuses that chill legal scholars and other students of this issue. Mr. 
Theodore H. White writes of the direct election method: “To enforce 
honest vote-counting in all the nation's 170,000 precincts,, national 
policing becomes necessary. So, too, do uniform federal laws on 
voter qualifications... iResidence requirements, too, must be made 
uniform in all states. The centralization reguire breaches all Amer¬ 
ican tradition-." - 

The more one studies the alternatives to the Electoral College 
system of electing U. S. Presidents, -which has worked successfully 
for 200 years, the more the wisdom of our forefathers becomes ap¬ 
parent. There are many pitfalls in the path of liberty and self- 
government. Studies are showing that direct election of the Presi¬ 
dent of the United States is one of them. 


1919-Mission Accomplished?-1970 

The following is a reprint from the Long Beach Independent 
Press Telegram. It is well worth the few minutes reading time— 

In May of 1919 at Dusseldorf, Germany, the allied forces ob¬ 
tained a copy of some of the Communist Rules for revolution. Fifty 
years later, the Reds are still following the rules. As you read, stop 
after each item and think about the present day situation where we 
live—and all around our nation. We quote the Red Rules: 

A. Corrupt the young, get them interested in sex. Make them 
superficial; destroy their ruggedness. 

B. Get control of all means of publicity, thereby get people's 
minds off their government by focusing their attention on athletics, 
sexy books and plays and other trivialities. 

C. Divide the people into hostile groups by constantly harping 
on controversial matters of no importance. 

D. Destroy the people’s faith in their natural leaders by hold¬ 
ing them up to contempt and ridicule. 

E. Always preach true democracy, but seize power as fast and 
as i-uthless as possible. 

F. By encouraging government extravagance, destroy its cre¬ 
dit, produce fear of inflation with rising prices and general dis¬ 
content. 

G. Promote unnecessary strikes in vital industries, encourage 
civil disorders and foster a lenient and soft attitude on the part of 
the government toward such disorders. * 

H. By specious argument cause breakdown of the moral vir¬ 
tues, honesty, sobriety, continence, faith in the pledged word. 

I. Cause the registration of all firearms on some pretext, with 
a view to confiscating them and leaving the population helpless.

THE BEGINNING 

“...To do for a community of people whatever they need to 
have done, but cannot do at all, or cannot so well do, for themselves, 
in their separate and individual capacities. In all that the people 
can individually do as well for themselves, government ought not 
to interere.” Abraham Lincoln 
Upon this simple philosophy, 
the Republican Party was found¬ 


ed in 1854. The Democrats and 
Whigs were the leading political 
parties, and the Free Soilers had 
recently gained enough strength 
to place candidates for election. 

Slavery was the leading issue 
and debate in Congress centered 
around the Kansas-Nebraska Bill 
which left the question of the 
legality of slavery to residents of 
these states. 

On Feb. 28, 1854, Major Alvan 
E. Bouay, a prominent Whig, held 
a meeting of Whigs, Free Soilers, 
and Democrats in the Congrega¬ 
tional Church in Ripon, Wiscon¬ 
sin. The individuals held on^be- 
lief in common — slavery was 
unconstitutional and should not 
be encouraged. They adopted a 
resolution at their meeting stat¬ 
ing that a new^party; to be nam¬ 
ed the Republican Party, would 
be formed if the bill passed. 

After the Kansas-Nebraska 
Bill passed the Senate, Major 
Bouay called a second meeting 
which was held on March 20th in 
the schoolhouse at Ripon, Wiscon¬ 
sin. Fifty-three of the town's 
eligible voters attended and ap¬ 
pointed a committee of five to 
form the new party. 

The Ripon Schoolhouse was the 
scene of many other meetings 
that year, and Republican groups 
organized in Massachusetts, 
Michigan, Iowa, Ohio, Maine, 
New York, and other northern 
states.

$393 Million To 
Moss. Taxpayers 

The Internal Revenue Service 
has refunded $393,999,534 to 
Massachusetts taxpayers since 
January, Distinct Director Wil¬ 
liam E. Williams announced. 

The refunds included $381,- 
960,540 to 1,675,856 individual 
taxpayers and $12,038,994 to 14,- 
438 businesses. 

Director Williams aso re¬ 
vealed the first 2,479,095 individ¬ 
ual tax returns from Massachu¬ 
setts processed at the Internal 
Revenue Service Center in An¬ 
dover, Mass., contained 255,554 
errors including more than 152,- 
000 who overcharged themselves 
$1 or more. 

Other errors included 38,468 
invalid or incorrect social secur¬ 
ity numbers, many caused by il¬ 
legible name label corrections. 
Others failed to file a marital 
status change.

MASSACHUSETTS FARMS 

Cturluy el MeirachwMf/l Department el Agriculture 

THE WAIT HAS BEEN 
LONG, but New England’s sun- 
ripened tomatoes are now ap¬ 
pearing in the market places and 
roadside stands, according to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture. This year’s crop is 
an outstanding one; however, 
don’t expect .low prices. Thd 1 
quality will offset the price, as 
this year’s tomatoes are tops. 

There are few vegetables so 
well liked, nor are there too 
many which can be used in such 
a variety of ways. One ripe to¬ 
mato will give you about half 
your day’s quota of vitamin C 
as well as a generous amount 
of vitamin A. To get the most 
from tomatoes, eat them raw 
and fresh, but remember they 
hold a large share of their vita¬ 
mins even when cooked or can¬ 
ned. 

When buying tomatoes they 
should be well formed, smooth, 
plump, well ripened and reason¬ 
ably free from blemishes. For 
fully ripe fruit, look for an over- 




all rich red color and a slight 
softness. For tomatoes less than 
fully ripe, look for firm texture 
and color ranging from pink to 
light red. Avoid over-ripe and 
bruised tomatoes (they are both 
soft and watery), tomatoes with 
distinctly yellow areas around 
the shoulders, and those with 
deep growth cracks. 

When fresh tomatoes are plen¬ 
tiful as they are now, serve them 
sliced, stuffed, in salads, or 
baked whole. Cut fresh tomatoes 
in half, broil or bake them. To 
perk up the flavor, top with 
grated cheese or buttered 
crumbs, salt and paprika.

Mooseheart Camp Ross, a 
woodland paradise located near 
iMt. (Morris in northwestern Illi¬ 
nois, provides summer camping 
land recreation facilities for more 
than 250 Mooseheart children 
during each summer vacation 
from school. 

The 100-acre woodland tra¬ 
versed iby Pine Creek provides 
cm ideal setting for a summer 
camp. It was made possible when 
£6 acres were donated to the 
Moose for a summer camp by 
Harold and Dorothy Ross, the 
former a vice president of the 
Kable Printing Co. and now Su¬ 
preme Lodge Officer. Additional 
acreage was later procured. 

(Children are housed in six rus¬ 
tic wooden cabins, each with a 
capacity of 12, while at Camp 
Ross. In addition, there are a 
wash and shower house, direc¬ 
tor’s cabin, outdoor pavilion, arts 
and crafts building, swimming 
pool and bath house, dining and 
recreation building, winter-sum¬ 
mer cabin and four utility build¬ 
ings. 

With the exception of the din¬ 
ing and recreation building, 
which was financed by the 
Mooseheart Alumni Association, 
all of the buildings and the de¬ 
velopment of the camp were fi¬ 
nanced by the Legion of the 
Moose. Although the camp was 
not . formally dedicated until 
June of 1960, it has been in op- 
ration siiVce the summer of 1959. 

A camp director supervises the 
camp while it- is in operation 
during the summer. He is assist¬ 
ed by two' full time recreational 
directors and six high school 
counselors during each camp 
period. 

Most popular spot for the 
campers is the swimming pool, 
25 feet wide and 60 feet long. A 
ibath house also houses the filter¬ 
ing system which filters the wa¬ 
iter three times during each 24- 
hour period. 

The average day at camp is 
spent swimming, playing organ¬ 
ized games, going on nature lore 
(hikes and studying arts and 
crafts. Camp fire programs are 
held three evenings each week 


and each group of campers is 
taken on an overnight camp out. 

The winter-summer cabin pro¬ 
rides year-around camping facil¬ 
ities for Mooseheart Boy and 
Girl Scout troops and other 
groups.

Kevin White for Governor 
On Diverting Flood Waters 

Boston Mayor Kevin H. White 
said today that he is opposed 
(to the sceme that would divert 
spring flood waters from the 
Connecticut River into the Quab- 
bin Reservoir. 

Mayor White, a Democratic 
candidate for Governor, said that 
the proposal should be shelved 
until the State and the Army 
Corps of Engineers conduct 
studies to “conclusively prove 
that ‘the proposed diversion will 
not cause ecological damage to 
the Quabbin.” 

The mayor said that the State 
and Federal governments are re¬ 
sponsible for the pollution that 
now exists in the Connecticut 
Rivor and its tributaries. 

“Pollution is a regional prob¬ 
lem and a state problem. It is 
a clever tactic to talk about pol¬ 
lution. It’s a popular political 
issue. But talk is cheap. We need 
action - and to get action, local 
communities need financial as¬ 
sistance.” 

The Mayor said that the fi¬ 
nancial proposals of the present 
•State administration are grossly 
inadequate to combat water pol¬ 
lution. “The present State ad¬ 
ministration has filed legislation 
that would, limit state aid to 
local communities to 2.5 million 
dollars a year. That is a grossly 
inadequate figure. If you divide 
two and a half million dollars 
among all of the communities 
that need financial assistance to 
construct sewage treatment fa¬ 
cilities, you don’t have anywhere 
near enough money iff go 
around.” 

Mayor White said he believes 
thatthe State should assume up 
to 90 per cent of the local costs 
of constructing sewage treatment 
facilities. 

The Mayor said he firmly be¬ 
lieves that an additional water 
supply is needed for Massachu¬ 
setts. But, he said, “The Connec¬ 
ticut River diversion scheme is 
a bad idea at present. I don’t 
think we can afford to take the 
chance of polluting the Quab¬ 
bin Reservoir and causing eco¬ 
logical damage that wall be felt 
by future generations.” 

“The possibility of radioactive 
pollution from the Vermont Yan¬ 
kee nuclear plant has not been 
fully studied. The recent report
